: Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School. Committee and Citizensi of Madison: 


During the period since our country’s entry in the War, we have 
been made more keenly aware of the scope of public education. 
Whether or not we agree to interpret the records of Selective Service 
as many do by saying that these records reveal something amiss in 
our standards of elementary and secondary education, we must all 
admit that the training and educational programs offered to our 
draftees has broadened our outlook concerning education’ for the 
future. 


School administrators and teachers are working as never before 
in attempting to improve upon and prepare a school program that 
will have a greater ‘carry over” value for our youth in later life. 


Not, only are school people giving more time and thought to the 
kind of education we should provide. More and more dq we recog- 
nize that the citizens’ interest. in their! schools has been stimulated. 


As has been said regarding universal compulsory military train- 
ing that unless such a program is enacted at. once while interest is 
high, the need of preparedness and security will seem less imperative 
as we settle back into peace-time thabits and pursuits, so may it 
prove in our efforts to improve the educational standards of schools. 


_ What was news a few years ago regarding our shortage of 
teachers has now become a universal knowledge. ‘Maine as well as 
the entire nation now stands at the crossroads. Either the position 
of the teachers must be raised to the status of a profession’ so as to 
attract the best of our youth to teaching as well as to medicine, 
dentistry, engineering, nursing, and the like, or our teacher training 
‘institutions may well! close their doors. 


The schools of the future shall need} to offer programs, and the 
facilities, buildings and equipment, and well-trained professionally 
minded teachers who regard teaching as a worthy and desirable-like 
“work. |
